W ashington. April 14.—Senator Till­ 
man has filed formal charges with the 
•ub-coramlttee considering the nomin­ 
ation of Benjamin F. Barnes, assistant

Thepe 
charges relate to the expulsion of Mrs. 
Minor Morris from the executive offi­ 
ces and assert inhumane and brutal 
treatm ent of the lady, and also allege 
that Barnes made a false statem ent 
about the case. The charges are four 
in num ber and are as follows: 
T hat Mr. Barnes is lacking in gen­ 
tlem anly and manly consideration for 
ladies, which caused him to abuse his 
authority so far, as to order the ex­ 
pulsion from the executive offices of 
Mrs. Minor Morris on January 4. 1906, 
w ithout any justification or good rea­ 
son therefor. 
‘‘T hat having issued the order, he 
Stood by and saw it executed in a m ost 
brutal and outrageous m anner w ith­ 
out interference, compelling the po­ 
liceman to drag and finally, w ith the

ounces. 
In the com position of the 
obverse of th e m edal are shown 
two figures, one of w hich, Colum bia 
tall and stately, is ab o u t to envelop 
the youthful m aiden by her side, 
typifying the L ouisiana I erritory 
in a diag of the Stars and Stripes,, 
thus receiving her into the sister­ 
hood of States. 
T he other figure 
is depicted in the act of divesting: 
herself of the cloak of F rance, sym- j 
bolized in the em blem of Napoleon 
the b u sy bee, em broidered thereon, j 
In the background is shown the 
rising sun, the daw n 
of new era 
of progress to the Nation. 
The reverse of the medal shows 
an architectural tablet hearing an 
inscription giving the grade of the 
m edal. 
Below the table are two I 
d olphins symbolizing our Eastern 
and W estern boundaries, the whole 
surm ounted by an American eagle 
spreading his wings from ocean to 
ocean.— The Battalion.

“I am going to t,..;e you 
into my confidence this much," said 
the speaker, "by telling you I am going 
back to Washington with an avowed 
purpose of exposing President Roose­ 
velt. He is the greatest promiser and 
smallest performer since the dayB of 
Judas Iscariot. He filched the rate leg­ 
islation programme fro mtho natonal 
Democratic platform, and now has laid 
down on his bill. He sends for legisla­ 
tors and lectures them like boys. 
“And his tools! 
Consider them for 
a minute. 
They are the speaker and 
the degenerate house. Nowadays there 
are three steps in natonal legislation— 
getting permission of ‘Uncle Joe’ to 
Introduce a bill and then securing its 
passage in the house and tne senate.
